display that

strong bid for the $500 first prize 
offered in the county exhibit contest 
of the Agricultural Department of 
the coming Missouri State Fair, to be 
held here, 
August 
W to 25. 
Last 
year’s exhibit that took second place 
for Pettis county will be surpassed 
by the display now In preparation, 
both in the quality of the crops in­ 
cluded and In the completeness of its 
representation of the county’s resour­ 
ces, according to R. S. Clough, coun­ 
ty agent. 
The project is being organized and 
financed by the Pettis County Farm 
Bureau; and William Romig, farmer 
living near Dresden and a member 
of the executive board of the Farm 
Bureau, is in charge of the prepara­ 
tions. 
Crops of the highest quality only 
will be included in the display that 
Mr. Romig is assembling, The grains 
will a1! come from certified seed, and 
the fruits will come from sprayed or­ 
chards. 
Every field, garden and or­ 
chard crop commonly grown in Pet­ 
tis county will be included in the ex­ 
hibit; and wheat will probably be 
featured. 
Not only will every crop of the 
county be included in the display, 
but every geographic 
section 
will 
have a place. 
“An effort will be 
made to represent all parts of the 
county, and samples will be taken 
from a large number of farms,” says 
Mr. Clough. 
The State Fair is offering a total 
of $2,000 in cash prizes in the County 
Exhibit Class, ranging from the first 
prize of $500 to the sixteenth prize of 
$50. 
Points will be awarded as fol­ 
lows: Fifty per cent on the exhibit’s 
representation of the agricultural re­ 
sources of the 
county, 
twenty-five 
per cent on the quality of the pro­ 
ducts and twenty-fire per cent on the J 
effectiveness of the arrangement of 
the display. 
The three judges of the

the top of a high mountain in Central 
Mexico next September. 
A year or more has been required 
to complete the arrangements, and 
the actual working time of the scien­ 
tists will be only 189 seconds, the 
duration of the eclipse.

will

The largest photographic Instru­ 
ments ever made for solar observa­ 
tion will be placed in position. They 
are now nearing completion here, and 
will be ready

poses. 
The apperture of each Is 6.5 
inches, and the focal length is 15 
feet.

It is 
probable that not more than two pho­ 
tographs can be taken owing to the 
brief period when the face of the 
sun will be obscured.

"The principal life hazard due to 
the use of firecrackers, sparklers and 
other fireworks," said the Chief, "af­ 
fects the children and consequently 
their indulgence in such means of 
celebrating the day should be rigidly 
restricted or entirely prohibited.

A compass and aa anchor aren't 
handy things to have at Sea. They’re 
essential. 
No ship's captain will 
ever say that it s a good thing to 
have a chart and a steering apparat­ 
us.
